Lydia Bridges, 16 years old, lay Thurs- 
day in a trance at her home, 804 Penn- 
sylvania avenue, in the select residence 
section of East St. Louis, while her 
mother. Mrs. Edmund Bridges, told to 
wondering neighbors the girl's story of 
her visions cf dead friends, related dur- 
ing her only interval of consciousness 
since last Sunday. 

For four days,. with the exception of 
less than three hours Wednesday, Miss 
Bridges has been in an unconscious 
state, which the family physician, Dr. 
Applewhite, describes as a nervous 
trance. It has been impossible for her 
family to arouse her or to obtain any 
sign of recognition from her. 

Rolla Taylor, 19 years old, who is en- 
gaged to marry Miss Bridges, is an 
anxious watcher beside her bedside, 
waiting im the hope that she will re- 
cover consciousness and determined to 
try and not allow her to again relapse, 


as she did Wednesday. 
Sees Her Grandfather. 
While she was conscious, from 11:45 a. 


mm. to 2.30 p. m. Wednesday, Miss 
Bridges told her mother and Taylor that 
phe “geen” two dead friends, Sadie 
or 2 | and Maggie Farrell, and her 
grandfather, John Thornton, Sadie An- 
derson, who was four years older than 
Miss Bridges, died three years ago, and 
Maggie Farrell, who was about Miss 
a9 age, died two years ago. The 
randéfather died Aug. 5 last. 

“Sadie and Maggie were floating in 
the air,’ the gir) related, in a mystic 
tor@, as if the spell of the trance was 
sti? upon her. 

“Waey were clothed just as I saw them 
at their funerals, except that they wore 
the thinnest kind of gauze veils. 

“They told me they were happy and 
Wanted me and the other girls to be with 
them, so that we might be happy. 

“Grandfather Thornton was not with 
them. He seemed to be in a beautiful 
home, where I could not tell. He told 
me he was satisfied and was waiting for 
others of the family te come and join 


him.” 
Mother Hears Story. 

Mrs. Bridges and Taylor, though fas- 
cinated by the girl's story, did not ques- 
tion her about her visions, but talked 
to her of other matters, wishing to bring 
her thoughs back to earth and keep her 
from yielding again to the mysterious 
spell. 

They persuadc.. her to eat, and after 
@inner, when they thought she had been 
fully restored to consciousness’ she 
pleaded sleepiness, and asked to be al- 
lowed to lie down. She went into her 
’ bedroom, removed her outer clothes, Tay 
Gown and was rigid when her mother 
entered shortly afterward. 

Dr. Applewhite, coming shortly after- 
ward, Was able to bring her out of the 
state of rigidity, but could not awaken 
her.

CORRAL CROOKS, | 
POLICE ORDER 
IN CRIME WAVE 


Detectives Told to .Gather. in 
Thieves “at Work, at Play 
or in Church.” __ 





Detective Chief Smith Thursday issued 
to his men a crime wave order to bring 
in all known crooks, following the sa- 
loon robbery at Fifteenth and. Poplar 
streets, in which Peter Dunn was shot 
and killed and Edward Doran-was beat- 
en to insensibility with the butt end of a 
revolver, The Chief said to. bring: in 
the crooks, whether at work, at play 
or in church. 

When the detectives reported for their 
daily assignments at 9 a. m. Thursday 
Chief Smith called them all before him. 

“I am astounded at the wave. of crime 
which has swept over St. Louis in the 
last few days,” he said. ‘You'll have 
to get busy. Bring in all the known 
thieves in the city, whether you find 
them at work or at play or praying 
in church. Fill up the holdovers, so 
there won’t be a crook at large to com- 
mit crime. 

“I want you to bring in Edward Car- 
roll and Edward Gleason who Aattempt- 
ed to rob the office of the Buss Miilirg 
Co. in Baden and shot a man there. 
They have been convicted and sentenced 
to the Penitentiary, but they are out on 
appeal bond. 

“The Poplar street saloon job last 
night looks like their work. ‘I want you 
to bring in Dick Kerley, too. He was 
convicted of an icebox robbery and went 
to the Penitentiary, but he was. par- 
doned by Gov. Dockery. 

“Bring in every person with. a crim- 
inal record, no matter what kind of 
‘ives they are leading now. They must 
give an account of themselves.” 


Three men entered Thomas Conroy's 
saloon, in the rear of a grocery. store, 
at 8:30 p. m. Wednesday. Doran: and 
Dunn were at the end of the bdar-néar- 
est the swinging door leading from the 
grocery to the saloon. William Driscoll, 
the bartender, was at the other end 
of the bar behind it. 


One of the three strangers walked 
across the room until he was directly in 
front of Driscoll. Pulling a revolver he 
said: “‘Hands up.” Driscoll obeyed. 

One of the other two men stood be- 
tween Doran and Dunn and covered first 
one and then the other with a revolver. 

One Goes Behind Counter. 

The third man, when he saw: that 
everyone was covered, returned through 
the swinging door into the grocery store 
and went behind the counter. 

The sound of a bell told those in the 
other room that he had opened the cash 
till. 

Doran and Dunn at first thought that,

Driscoll followed his example, and the 
five men in the saloon, fighting furtous- 
ly, pushed their way through the swing- 
ing doors into the grocery store, where 
the third robber was still at the money 
drawer. 

‘When he realized that Doran, Dunn 
and “Driscoll were resisting he aban- 
doned the till, jumped over the counter 
and went to the assistance of his com- 
panions. 

Doran and the robber whom he had 
struck were grappling near the front 
door, when the robber struck Doran on 
the head half a dozen times with the 
revolver, knocking him to _the floor. 

As he fell Doran knocked over a pile 
of galvanized buckets, “which made a 
great noise. 

Under the cover of this nolse one of 
the robbers fired the bullet which killed 
Dunn. 

The three ran out the front door and 
north on. Fifteenth street. A crowd of 
boys who heard the noise in the store 
followed them for half a block throw- 
ing bricks, but were scared off by the 
revolvers. 

One of: the men dropped a No. 7 black 
derby hat, with a brown sweatband, 
which bore no mark or labe] tnside. The 
hat is new and of inexrensive quality. 
It is being held at police headquarters. 

Dies in Hospital. 

Dunn died at 1 a. m. at the City Hos- 
pital. The bullet penetrated his right 
temple and lodged in his brain. He 
was a’teamster, 50 years old, and lived 
at 421 South Eleventh street. 

Doran ran to his home at 1502 Pop- 
lar street and bandaged his head. A 
few minutes later while he was telling 
the story of the robbery at Central Dis- 
trict Station he fainted and was rent 
to the City Hospital. 

Thomas Conroy, proprietor of the sa- 
loon, lives in the rooms above it. He 
was not at home when the robbery oc- 
curred. 

Of $106 which was in the cash till, the 
robbers got only %. The man who 
tapped the till is described as more than 
$ feet tall. The other men were of 
medium height. 

Patroilmcn Dempsey and Kountz 
passed the saloon at 8:20, 10 minutes be- 
fore the. robbery. -At §:40, walle at 
Fifteenth and Spruce streets, a block 
away, they heard of the rotbeSy and 
telephoned the information te Central 
District Statiun. 

Doran called at police headquarters 
Wednesday, but was unable to identify 
any of the men held there under suspi- 
clon of baving been concerned in the 
robbery. He left headquarters in com- 
peny with detectives, to whom he said 
that ke would know all of the three 
men if he saw them.

On the other hand, the League vote 
did not go a great way in helping the 
Republicans in Manhattan, where the 
fusion ticket was beaten by the straight 
Tammany candidates. 

In 195 New York County gave Hearst, 
running on aéé£ =~<straight Independence 
Laague ticket for Mayor, 123,292 votes, 
against 140,244 for Mayor McClellan, 
Democrat.

agement in Turn in Finan- 
cial Affairs. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—President 
Roosevelt has had several conferences 
on the financial situation with Secre- 
tary Cortelyou, Secretary Root, Attor- 
ney-General Bonaparte and Secretary 
Garfield. 

Mr. Cortelyou saw the President twice, 
and between his visits to the White 
House he went to the Department of 
State and saw Secretary Root, who 
keeps in close touch with conditions in 
New York. While none of those pres- 
ent at the conferences would state 
what particular phase of the situation 
Was discussed, it was declared that 
there is no alarm on the part of the 
administration. It is not feared that 
the conditions will grow worse; on the 
contrary, there is very hopeful fevling. 

Attention is called to the fact that ex- 
ports to Europe are now heavy and 
that the balance of trade in favor of 
this country amounts to about $5,000,000. 
This amount c ing in every day is 
helping wonderfully in easing up the fi- 
nancial stringency. 

Currency Is Increasing. 

In addition to this the banks are in- 
creasing their currency at the rate of 
nearly a million and a quarter a day, 


and this. process wi]l continue indefi- 


nitely. 
The Treasury is still in a _ position 
where it can give further help to the 
banks by depositing Government funds. 
Secretary Cortelyou is keeping close 
watch on the situation, and will con- 
tinue to do everything to relieve it. 
'“Byvery time there is a little squeeze 
mn the money market,’ said Senator 
Road after a talk with the Prest- 
dent, “there are a whole lot of people 
who immediately demand that the Gev- 
ernment give them more cash. Instead 
of coming to Uncle Sam the people 
ought to learn to rely upon their own 
resources.”’

The trouble was: principally in New 
York, and there has been little real 
danger, bankers say, in this part of the 
country. Clearing House methods were 
adopted as precautionary measures, to 
conserve the cash of the banks in the 
event of severe financial conditions.

Subtreasurer Akins has notified pen- 
sion agencies throughout the St. Louis 
territory that pension checks are to be 
paid in cash.”

The United Railways Co. has posted 
motices in the car sheds that employes 
will be paid partly in checks and partly 
in cash. 

Legislation Is Favored Here. 

Business men of St. Louis are heartily 
in favor of national legislation giving 
banks the power to issue credit currency 
in times of financiar stringency. If the 
plan adopted by the American Bankers’ 
Association, as embodied in a bill which 
passed the House of Representatives 
but was held up in the Senate, were now 
In force the bankers could materially in- 
crease the actual money in the country, 
and relieve the financial stress. 

Under the plan adopted through a 
commission of which C. H. Huttig and 
I’estus J. Wade of St. Louis were mem- 
bers, national banks, with the approval 
of the Secretary of the Treasury, could 
issue credit currency to the extent of 26 
per cent of ita capital. This plan was 
designed to meet just such emergencies 
as now exist. 

The business organizations of the 
country, the Business Men's League of 
St. Louis being one of them, are urging 
President Roosevelt to have Congress 
give consideration to a eurrency ill, | 
similar to the one intrduced in the last 
congress at the direction of the Ameri- 
can Bankers’ Association. 

Capt. Robert McCulloch, 
ager of the United Railways Co., said: 
*“Our employes will be paid partly in 
checks, for the reason that we are try- 
ing to do our part to help out the gen- 
eral financial situation. We take in coin 
and currency on the cars, but we are 
using it judiciously to help matters 
along. Our employes will be asked to 
take small denomination checks only, 
and I think they will be readily accepted 
ty business people. We have a contin- 
uous payday, ar it keeps us busy n:ost 
all the time paying off our thousands of 
employes.’’ 

Must Have Safe for Insurance, 

Insurance companies’ are not writing 
burglary policies for the protectior of 
stocking binls. None of the insurance 
tompanies will insure money in excess 
of $0 kept in homes. Persons who with- 
draw their money from the banks and 
expect to insure it against burglars must 
first buy a safe. Otherwise they cannot 
get a policy to cover a loss of more 
than $650. 

The insurance agents sey there has 
been an increased demend for burglary 
policies from merchants and _ saloon 
keepers, who are now using their money 
to cash checks. They keep considerable 
sums of money in safes, which they are 
protecting by insurance. There has been 
a slight increase in the number of safe 
deposit boxes rented since the tighten- 
ing up of the omney market. Some of 
the scared depositors, having confidence 
in safe deposit boxes, are hiring them 
at $% a year and putting their money | 
where they feel it will be safe, even if | 
they are losing money by doing so. A 
savings depositor who pays §% a year 
for a box and keeps $1000 locked up in it, 
loses $35 a year, in addition to with- 
drawing his money from circulation.

Additional Returns From 18 Illinois 
Counties Show Sweeping Pro- 
hibition Victory. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—Additional returns 
from the 18 counties which held elections 


under the new local option law show 
that the victory of the anti-saloon 
forces was more sweeping than first re- 
ports indicated. 

Of 65 precincts in the counties of Cal- 
houn, Cass, Menard, Morgan and Scott 
in Central Illinois, 58 voted on the saloon 
proposition. Fifty-two became anti-sa- 
loon territory, only six precincts In five 
counties giving majorities for saloons. 
Beardstown is the only town in the five 
counties in which the proposition to 
abolish saloons met defeat. This is ac- 
counted for by Ernest A. Scroggins, at- 
torney for the Illinois Anti-Saloon 








Seventy-one saloons in 58 precincts in 


Central Illinois will have to close their 
doors within 30 daya. There are now ir 
this section approximately 101 saloons 
and the territory “converted” by tthe 
Prohibition advocates is estimated at #0 
per cent of the total territory in which 
the proposition was submitted to vote. 
This includes rural as well as urban 
precincts. 

In 18 counties under precinct organiza-: 
tion there are : saloons, 220 of which 
wil! be wiped out. In the counties of 
Edwards, Wabash, Union; Williamson, 
Massac, Jonnson and Pope, in South«rn 
Tllinois, saloons wil' be entirely elirai- 
nated. Morgan, Cass and Pulaski coun- 
ties will be entirely iry, with the excep- 
tion of one precinct. Menard will have 
three precincts in which saloons may 
operate, and eight precincts in Calhoun 
County will tolerate the sale of liquor. 
Complete returns have not been re- 
ceived from Randolph County, but it js 
thoug'st Prohibition ‘‘broke ev2n” there.

In 
Greece Alexander founded the National Theater by his celebrations of military 
victories. In Rome degeneration was reflected in hollow spectacies, coarse com- 
edy and sensual! ballet. The Christian revival was dramatized by monks and 
nuns. Old English religious players traveled with crude “pageants” on wheels, 
performing before abbey gates and winding through main streets to instruct the 
masses. The conflict between the good and evil in man was portrayed in old 
“morality plays,’’ where tragedy was lightened by touches of the comic, which 
Was usually introduced by teasing the “devil.”’ Gradually such masters as Shak- 
speare, Goethe and Moliere appeared to develop the highest form of modern 
drama and depict a universal human nature and life. 

Today, as always, the stage responds to the public demand; what we ask, we 
receive. Do we really want the vulgar, the shallow, the untrue, or shall we not 
rather, like the shame-fa¢ed youth of the wavy locks, resolve to try again for 
something better and pick for “the winner’’ something which will satisfy our 
higher tastes? Shall we not all insist that stage fun must be “good fun,” the 
kind that “‘unties the knots and freshes us up fine;” that stage life must be 
“something like real life’’ and “‘help some to brace us up?” } 

Would that we might read into the little episode in the confectioner’s shop a 
promise that our American theater will come to reflect a purer and more '

Must Have Variety. 

Every coach realizes that the success 
of his team depends on rightly propor- 
tioning new and old plays. The lesson 
gleaned form games played offers the 
best measure to estimate the efficiency 
of these plays. One variety without the 
other spells sure defeat. The Carlisle 
Indians is an example of a team with 
but one style of attack. The test must 
be one in which a clever general can 


alternate new plays with the oid va- 
riety, proportioning them in such a way 
as to bees the opponents’ defense wide 
and then gaining with old-style methods. 
The defense concentrated, the best. plan 
is to attempt a quick forward pass or 
on-side kick, thereby constantly be wil- 
dering the opponents 

No offense so quickly brings about the 
»eneral rout of opponents as that in 
which an attack besides making short 
gains mystifies and plungés them into a 
state of mental worry. If it was possi- 
ble in the past to outmaneuver and 
outgeneral your antagonfsts, it looks to 
be doubly true now.

Supreme Judges Give a Decision 
Favorable to the Eclectic School 
of Medicine. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. : 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 7.—Under a 
decision of the State Supreme Court 
handed down by Judge Graves, thé Mis- 
sourl Board of Health is required to is- 








sue licenses to practice to graduates of 
eclectic medical schools, providing the 
applicant has fulfilled the requirements 
of law. 

The opinion was in a suit brought by 
Dr. A. 8. McLeary of Kansas City, who 
‘sought by mandamus to compel the 


| Board of Health to permit him to prac- 


tice in Missouri. He was sustained. 

Dr. McLeary alleged he was a gradu- 
ate of a Kansas City electic medical 
college and that he had spent four 
years in schoo) as is required -by law. 
He alleged further that he applied to the 
board for a license to practice, and 
that it was refused him. This refusal, 
he charged, was due to prejudice against 
the eclectic school of medicine. 

Judge Graves, in his opinion, held 
that the law. made it mandatory upon 
the board te issue licenses to physi- 


‘clans who furnished qualifications re- 
quired by law. 


On the part of the board it Was cone 
tended that Dr. McLeary had not taken 
a full four years’ course in medicine. 
Vo. determine this pojnt the court ap- 
pointed A, L. Cooper of Kansas City to 
take testimony.
